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THE ALABAMA CLAIMS.
From the N, Y. Bun,

Fogland owes various citizensof the United
States about thirteen millions of dollars for
damages onnsed by the opsrations of the
Rebel crniser Alabama, These claims belong
to merchants, to insurance companies, and
to shipowners in varions parts of the country.
England is willing to settle them. Me. John
A, %’nker, President of the Great Western
Insurance Company, has been informed by

entlemen who at his requeat have consulted

ord Clarendon and other British states-

men upon the subjeot, that  if
the United States Governmont will |
consent,  Fogland will adjust the |
amount due in eack oase and pay it. Upon

receipt of this information, applieation was
made al Washington for the consent of our
Government to such a settlement of the
oontroversy. That consent was refused.
Congress was then asked to take means to
have the amount of the claims officially
asoertained and to buy them, so that the
Governmeant, which alone assumes to nego-
tiate npon the subject, milfhl. alone be pacn.
piarily interested. This, however, was also
refused; and we learn from the Jouraal of
Commerce that the ownera of the claims are
now abont to make a new effort be obtain a
settlement from Great Britain independently
of the action of our Government.

The proposed proceeding is ill-judged.
The question is political and international as
well as pecuniary. No individual or associa-
tion of individuals can negotiate upon such
a matter with the Government of a foreign
country. Even if these claims were to be
purchased by Englishmen and dualy assigned
to them, so that the pecuniary interest would
be exclusively between Dritish subjects and
the British Urown, the Government of the
United States would still have to settle with
the Government of England. No other
agency except the Government of the United
States exists or can exist by which such a
negotiastion could be conducted, or the prin-
ciples of international right determined,
upon which alone a settlement can be based.

¢ idea of attempting such a &nvato arrange-
ment us is contemplated by Mr, Parker's in-
quiries in England, or by the movement now
on foot, is entirely fallacious.

The administration of General Grant, weak
and remiss as it bas been in almost every-
thing, has nowhere been weaker or more
remiss than in its treatment of this subject.
The whole matter might long ago have been
disposed of and the money paid to the claim-
ants, if we had had a President and Secre-
tary of State adequate to their duties. The
right course for the ownersof these claims
to take is to subject the administration to
such a power of public opinion as will com-
pal them to move efficiently in the matter.
The first thing to be done is to secure the
appointment of a suitable Minister to Eng-
land. President Grant has dawdled with
this appointment long enough, hawking it
about the country to men who could not or
would not take it. His negotiation with
Senator Morton affords a complete illustra-
tion of his general method. When he firat
asked that Senator to bLecome Minister to
England be received a positive refusal. Not
content with this, he insisted upon Mr, Mor-
ton's taking the office; and finally, such was
his pertinacity that he obfained from him a
quaklified acceptance. Mr. Morton was will-
ing to take it if the election in Indiana
should turn out favorably for the Republi-
cans, That election has resulted etherwise;
and now Mr. Morton has renewed his refusal,
and the President, after all his frivolous
efforts, is slill without a Minister to England.

Liet the Alabama claimants insist on his
adopting & more sensible course. Let them
urge upon him the example of England in her
selection of a member of the great mercantile
house of Baring Brothers to come to the
United States in 1841 for the arrangement of
the northeastern boundary dispute. Let Gene-
ral Grant choose some one of our leading
merchants to go to England to settle the Ala-
bama guestion, Let him take such a man
as Mr. Marshall O. Roberts, Mr. George
Opdyke, Colonel F, A, Conkling, Mr. William
E. Dodge, or Mr. Isaae Sherman; and if that
eminent merchant, Mr. A. A. Low, were not
bimsell one of the largest sufferers by the
depredations of the Alabama, we should add
his name to our list of those who could be
selected for this duty with advantage to the
country and with a prospect of obtaining jus-
tice for those who have waited so long. If
the parties interested in the Alabama claims
will urge upon the Administration such a

licy as this, they can hardly fail to make it

earken and act.

Certain slight, significant hints tell us that

winter is, perhaps, quite as well worth atten-
tion as the ru?:ﬁ of the elections, Life is
Janus.faced, and only half made up of poli-
tics, after all. Man doesn't live by votes
alone. Brown's neighbor and friend and
wife, and the intangible relations full of
comedy and tragedy that bind him to them,
matter more to him at bottom than anything
Hoffman or Tweed can do to him. It is this
foolish, snbtle, strong social life that com-
wmands his sell overy day while he lives,
and keeps its hold on him to the last breath
when he comes to die.

There are peculiar reasons, too, why the
present season should be noted and its sywp-
tows reported, Certain diseases and abnor-
mal phases of social life were never more
suggestively thrust into view than daring the
last few months, both in this country and
Enpgland. The criminal records are ording-
rily supplied by what is called the dangerous
classes, if otherwise, are accounted for by
some individual phenomenon of vice.

Is it
a sphere of order, and love, and law, where
the woman whose chanoce has been small in
life understands God better Lhrongh the
wisdom and goodness of the woman whose
chances huve been many ? Or is Biddy too
much for her mistress? Is she frantically
calling on the heathen Ah-Chin to take charge
of her household, professing that she cannot
control one raw Irishwomon, and therefore
can legislate for raw Irishmen? What has
woman in our cities made of hospitality? In
certain salons in Franoe, in old times, the first
workers of the age came te women to raceive
strength, refreshment, elevation for their
ideas. It was their thonght that was
entertained. The American leader of
the tor gives to the stomach
of her guest unlimited terrapin and
champagne—and fo his eyes her hnsband's
plate and gaudy furniture, and her own bare
gshoulders and arms. That ends her idea of
hospitality and its uses. What does she
make of marriage ? Ts it the most solemu of
all contracts between two human souls, of
which God is the perpetual witness and
judge ? or is it a sham show for the benefit
of the publio, that we may parade as mil-
lionaires one day in silver and brocade to
e¢hurch and in the morning papers, thongh
we sink back to debt and obseurity the next ?

CONSTITUTIONAL REFORM.
Fyom the Pittaburg Dispatoh,

We are pleased to observe that the public
sentiment in favor of a constitutional conven-
tion is fast assuming the shape of a popular
demand. The conviction has become gene-
ral that radical changes in the constitution of
the State are imperatively required by the
exigencies of the times. We were among the
first in the State to eall the attention the
people to the abeolute necessity of replacing
the worn-out machinery of the State Govern-
ment, and we note with interest and pleasure
the progress which public opinion on this
subject made within six months last past.
The Republican State Central Committee
shirked the question, but the people have
become interested, and the popular voice
cannot be disregarded. We do not doubt
that the General Assembly will act on this
subject at the next session.

There is some difference of opinion in
reference to the reorganization of the judi-
ciary establishment, It seems to be gone-
rally agreed that the Bupreme Court, as at
present organized, is inadequate to the wauts
of the people. 1t is said that the conrtis
overburdened with business—that the five
judges perform more labor than onght to be,

ut we leave the suggestion of the remedy to

ersons skilled in the administration of the
aw. Judges and lawyers do not appear, how-
ever, to be agreed as to what the remedy
should be.

The grest evil which challenges public at-
tention is special legislation. It is the fruit-
ful source of bribery and corruption in all its
forms. If the people of Pennsylvania would
recover the good name of the Commonwealth,
sadly tarnished in late years by venal and

pro 'En.ta legislators, the power to legislate

8 y, or otherwise than by general laws,
will be entirely withdrawn from the General
Asgemb

ly.

The oéoas of State Treasurer, Attorney-
General, Becre of the Commonwealth, and
Buperintendent of Public Schools onght to be
made elective by the people.

The Convention of 118, meting on the
idea then much in vogne that the General
Assembly was the guardian of the Treasury,
committed the election of the Treasurer to
the Legislature. It was not contemplated
that the General Assewbly would become so
oorrupt as to lose the confidence of the peo-
ple and make the office of which they were
to be the guardians an article of merchandise.
Thesad blunder of the convention in refusing
to allow the people to choose the State
Treasurer by publie election, and in
commitiing that business to one hundred
and thirty-three men, bas been a most
potent sgency in destroying legislative pu-
rity and honor. Annually at the State
capital is repeated the disgraceful exhibi-
tion of a struggle for the custody of five
millions of dollars belonging to the public
—of the expenditore of thousands, and even
tens of thousands, in obtaining su election to
an office which, until within a year past, was
attached the salafy of but seventeen humdred
dollars, mow five thousand. The public
money of the Commonwealth has been prac-
tioally, for five or six years past, a corruption
fund used to buy an election to the office of
Btate Treasurer and other places. Had the
convention of 1838 designed to supply a
means of corrupting the Legislatare, it could
soarcely have devised a more effestnal way
than that provided for the election of Btate
Treasurer. The remedy is to make office elec-
tive by the people, and surround the ocustody
oft.h.?

THE AURORA BOREALIS,
From the N. ¥. T¥mes.

Closely following the earthquake, wo have
been visited with an auroral display of an
unususl and beautiful oharacter, The exhi-
bition, which has been widely observed
throughont the country, has continued for
several nights, but was moust brilliant in this
vicinity on Menday night and Tuesday morn.-
ing. In some places it has been diversified
by meteors, one of which is reported at Con.
cord, New Hampshire, on S8unday morning.
This passed over the town of Enfield, from
noitheast to southwest, and is described as
haviog been larger than a oartwheel, and to
have been of most vivid colors. It dropped
into what is onlled Shaker Pond, and the
spectators say that its sulphurons trail was
visible for fifteen minnutes after it foll, Ro-

orts from Cleveland and COincinnati, dated
Jctober 24, announce a aplendid display of
anrora at both cities, on the same morning,
at h o'clock.

The pecnliarity of all these displays, like
that at New York, consiated in the bright
erimson hne of the spurs or brushes of light.
Bomelimes, indeed, the coloring changed to
a upiform dull red, as if it had been the
fringe of a vast but distant conflagration; but
the mddy spears of flame wonld soon retnrn,
and easily realize (o the imagination the fears
of by-gone generations, who saw in the fel-
lows to these strange sights

“lerce, fiery warriors dight upon the clonds

In ranks, and squadrons, and right form of war.”

The spectacle, too, precisely recalled the
enrliest account we possess of such phe-
nomena—that by Aristotle—who speaks of
it as ‘“‘resembling flame mingled with smoke
seen on calm nights, or like burning stubble
seon afar off, and presenting purple, bright
red, and blood-colored hnes." Tt likewise
brought to mind the memorable sights once
seen over Jerusalem, and which Oroly, in his
“Salatbiel,” so powerfully amplifies from
Holy Writ.

Modern soience has suggested, without
conclusively proving, varions causes for the
aurord, but the frequent aud harmleas recar-
rence of the displays, their common charac-
teristios, and the explanation of other once
mysterions natural phenowmena, prevent the
“‘northern lights” from longer exciting fear.
Of the various solutions, that of Professor
Olmstead is perhaps the most plausible,
He considers the aurora to be dune to nebu.
lous matter, like that which furnishes mate-
rial for reteoric showers, or the zodiacal
light, The light, he thinks, is cansed by the
friction of the earth in plnnging with its
atmosphere through this matter, wti(:h, being
partly metallic, thus gives rise to the conounr-
rent magnetic phenomena. Like other theo-
ries on the subject, this is open to objec-
tious, although possibly to fewer than the
rest. A theory which shall be accompanied
by absolute demonstration is yet to be dis-
covered,

WANT OF DECORUM IN THE COURTS.

We fear that our courts are falling off in
the practice so essential to the dignity which
belongs to the seat of justice—that of respect-
ing the bench and maintaining courtesy be-
tween counsel. We have had some painful
evidenoce recently of a disposition to render
our courts contemptible by challenging the
right of judges to sit in certain cases, alleging
as a resson that they were influenced by cor-
rupt motives or disqualified by political parti-
sanship to wward a fair trial. The disgraceful
soene at the opening of the trial of Jackson,
the murderer of Douglas, and that whioch
occurred in the SBupreme Courtin the Erie
cese. when the right of Judge Barnard to sit
was guestioned by the plaintifi’s counnsel, are
cases in point, The attack wupon the

Recorder is too contemptible to notice, |

because it was instigated by the very meanest
motives, and fell dead without rocomplishing
anything exoept the dingirana of the parties
who were instrumental in concocting it. In

the Erie case the rules of decornm were vio- |

lated in & most extraordin way. Gentle-
men who were, not counsel in the case, who
were not entitled to take part except as wil-
nesses— Mr. Ramsey, the plaintiff, and James
Figk, Jr., one of the defendants—took part in
the srgument, the former in a speech and
the latter by intemperate int. 1x 1ptions, thus
interfering with the regular course of pro-
ceedings in a manner highly disrespectinl to
the presiding judge. This was a most inde-
corous proceeding, and we wonder that it
was not promptly rebuked by the court, The
conduct of counsel nlso was not quite as
courteous as it ought to have been,

If there is any Fhoe more filting than an-
other where dignity and self-respect should
be consgicuous it 18 & court of justice. It is
here that wen look for the calm judgment
which is to protect their rights and defend
them from the wickedness of the evil-doer.
Scenes like these Lo which we refer, there-
fore, are a public scandal. They have a de-
moralizing influence in the community, not
only in our own city, but all over the coun-
try, wherever the full and graphic reports of
the Herald ave read, detailing these pasaages
of words between judges and counsel. If
such things are to continue people will come
to adopt the opinion that the only way te
keep the jndiciary free from the taint of
politics and the iuterference of politicians
18 to eleot or appoint the d‘udgaa for life or
during good behavior, and we think that the
sooner we reach that point the better for the
honest administration of justice.
